None of the fragments at the school 


are petrified, the mineralizing process 
having only set in in ismall portions 
of the surface. The rest of the pieces 
retain the characteristic structure of 
bone. 


Bib 4 Feet Long 


An interesting exhibit is the rib, 


nearly four feet long and erght inches 
in circumference at the widest part. 
It is in excellent preservation except 
that at the lower end several inches 
or perhaps a foot of the cartilaginous 
structure

broken off. 


Enough remains, however, to make 
certain that it was the bone of some 
animal vastly larger than any native 
in these regions within the period of 
recorded history. Professor Frazee of 
the normal school said that the rib 
would do very well for the largest 
type of modern elephant. The masto- 
don was. of course, considerably larg- 
er than present elephants, standing 
some twelve feet high 
and' being

CHICAGO. Ill.^-By The Associated 


Press.—Chicago in a space of less 
than three years, has broken the old 
confines cf the elevated "loop" and is

new Methodist temple as the tallest

ly clustered about the river mouth has 
not all disappeared. 
The soap factory's site, by the way,

Around the Bush 


A TREATY ranks in legal force with the con- 
*•• stitution itself. The courts have repeated- 
ly held that no legislation is valid which is con- 
trary to the promises the country has made to 
other nations, any more than legislation which 
contradicts the federal constitution. There- 
fore the proposal set afloat in Washington to 
find a way out of the "ship liquor" impasse by 
treaty arrangements with foreign countries 
may offer a feasible path of settlement of the 
controversy. 


No doubt the legislative obstacles to amend- 


ment of the Volstead law, interpretation of 
•which by the supreme court has caused the trou- 
ble, are too formidable politically. When all is 
said and done the "ship liquor" business is a 
minor and relatively inconsequential facet of 
prohibition enforcement, settlement of which 
hardly warrants opening up the whole ques- 
tion of amendment or repeal of the Volstead 
act. Were the reaching of a modus vivendi with 
foreign nations to be undertaken through direct 
modification of the Volstead bill it can hardly 
he doubted that "ship liquor" would soon prove 
to be the tail of the kite, and its merits or de- 
merits would be lost in the dust raised by a 
pitched battle between wets and drys all along 
the line. So the treaty suggestion has obvious 
advantages. 


It is to be hoped that some method will be 


found whereby the plain absurdity of Ameri- 
can dictation as to the habits of visiting foreign- 
ers will be retired. 
Foreign vessels have al- 


ways been held to be foreign territory and in- 
violable beyond the three-mile limit of terri- 
torial waters. It may be perfect legal logic to 
interpret the Volstead act to mean that liquor 
may not be brought into American waters, but 
when practically such a decision prohibits for- 
eign vessels from carrying liquor anywhere on 
the high seas if they are en route to the United 
States the result is somewhat ridiculous. 


No doubt, despite protests, foreign vessels 


would continue to touch at American ports, be- 
cause they need this country's business. But it 
will patently make for foreign hostility and 
resentment, and even the most ardent prohibi- 
tionists cannot consider it any of the United 
States moral duty to try to enforce abstinence 
on its neighbors at the expense of their good- 
will.
